Fed by 11 wild wells at its 
height, the once-great inferno 
had been reduced to a gush of 
flame 
resembling a king-sized 
blow torch when the drilling rig 
M argaret braced for the final 
kill. 
The fire started 131 days ago 
when an explosion ripped the 
Shell 
Oil 
C om pany’s 
22-well 
control platform which stood 
on stilt in 56 feet of water 10 
miles off the Louisiana coast, 
south of New Orleans. 
T w o w orkm en died in the 


blast and 
tw o died 
later of 
bum s. 
Since then, Shell ha* picked 
off the wild wells one by one, 
sm othering them deep beneath 
the 
bottom 
of the G ulf of 
M exico 
with 
the 
slow 
and 
e x p e n s i v e 
‘‘k ille r 
w e l l ” 
technique. 
The m ethod was adopted to 
avoid any sea pollution which 
could have com e from efforts to 
blow o u t the fire and try to cap 
the wild wells at the surface. 
Instead, 
the 
gushing oil 
thou sands of barrels of it -was 
allowed to go up in smoke while 
five big drilling rigs were called 
in. 
A Shell spokesm an said each 
of the 11 “ killer wells” cost 
about $1,250,000 to drill and were 
sunk to a depth of 12,600 feet 
beneath the sea floor. 
The M argaret com pleted its 
killer well Friday. T hen, as the 
last tubing was set, a m ixture of 
chemical "m u d ” and seawater 


was prepared.

dow n the killer well, which is 
angled to a point ju st a few feet 
from the spot the wild well 
enters the oil pool. T he m ixture 
circulates into the wild well and 
stops the oil flow.

It 
sent about 15,000 barrels of oil 
and 40 million cubic feet of 
natural gas to shore each day 
through 
underw ater pipelines.

For years 
been dom inated by extrem e, left-leaning jurists who 
opened the floodgates for pornography and prostitution, 
encouraged 
“welfare” racketeering, vastly 
increased 
Federal control and power, gravely diminished local and 
state control, protected the “rights” of criminals while 
weakening 
the 
rights 
and privileges of law-abiding 
citizens, and in a thousand ways “radically changed 
much of the moral and social structure of the United 
States. The results which flowed from the Supreme Court 
decisions cannot be defended: the record, the statistics, 
the new accounts of moral and spiritual decay are all 
about us to see. Laws which were designed to restrain 
those who would destroy the ethical foundations of 
America were themselves destroyed by the “permissive 
jurists, who again and again overturned the findings of 
lower judges, juries and courts. Power was thus taken 
away from the people, and was either transferred to 
Federal authority or simply nullified altogether. 
However, in a whole series of recent decisions, the 
highest Court in the land has dramatically shifted back 
toward the center. Perhaps the best illustration was the 
ruling involving a Louisiana law which holds that an 
illegitimate child may not claim inheritance to the estate 
of the father ahead of other heirs. The Court refused to 
overturn the Louisiana law. Justice William J. Brennan 
Jr., writing for the m inority, complained that the ruling 
upheld “the untenable and discredited moral prejudice of 
bygone 
centuries 
which 
vindictively 
punished 
the 
illegitimate’s parents, but also the hopeless and innocent 
children.” 
Well - that may be; we’re not about to judge whether 
the Louisiana statue is good or bad; but Justice Hugo L. 
Black, writing for the majority (which included Justices 
Warren Burger, Harry Blackmun, John M. Harlan and 
Potter Stewart.) simply declared that the Constitution 
does not give the Court the power to interfere with 
‘ states’ differing treatment of illegitimate children. Black 
further concluded that individual states, under the 
Constitution, have the right “to make rules to establish, 
protect, and strengthen family life.” 
This, of course, is what a great many of us ordinary 
citizens have been saying for a long tim e. Hopefully, the 
Supreme Court will continue to turn the power to govern 
back to the States and to the people.

Within the same century that Job asked his question, 
Plato and his associated found the them e of im m ortality 
dom inating many of their Dialogs; in far more ancient 
times the concept of resurrection and life after death 
occupied high rank in most religions of the world. 
Based on the assurances of the New Testam ent 
account of Jesus rising from the dead, the Christian world 
observes with reverence the day set apart to mark the 
event. 
In most cultures, the observance coincides with the 
arrival of spring and the rebirth of dorm ant life, the 
Paschal egg early became a symbol of the season. 
In England, the Puritans refused to observe Easter, 
and in the United States, with the exception of Virginia 
and 
Louisiana where the 
Puritan elem ent was not 
dom inant, the day was not observed. 
Today it is the most joyous of Christian festivals, 
climaxing the 40 days of Lent, the observance of Palm 
Sunday, Holy Thursday, Good Friday, and finally the 
Day of Resurrection, throned on highest bliss. 
As their ancestors the world over, where records 
survive, asked in the manner of Job, “ If a man die, shall 
he live again?” Christians today rejoice in the day’s 
reassurance that life is far more than merely an interlude 
between birth and oblivion. 
The crucifixion and resurrection of Jesus became the 
foundation of a Faith that gives man strength. 
Centuries ago, John Donne voiced it thus: 
“ He lives, He wakes — ’tis Death is dead, not He.”

One would say that he in fact has earned that soporific 
right. He will be 35 years old on Oct. 2 and ot National

His looks belie his actions, especially his jump shot, 
easily one of the most accurate, most feared, most wildly 
unorihodox in the gam e It is often shot from 25 feet out.

lion's, his left arm and wrist snapping out. He looks like 
a man who has just jumped headfirst out a window.

He says

right. He will be 35 years old on Oct. 2 and of National 
Basketball Association players only four are older He is 
the only New York Knick to have played every regular 
season and playoff gam e the last two seasons He has not 
missed a gam e in three full years 


His looks belie his actions, especially his jum p shot, 
easily one of the most accurate, most feared, most wildly 
unorihodox in the game It is often shot from 25 feet out, 
with several defender’s fingers probing inside his eye­ 
lids. his body atwist, his legs kicking back like a stal­ 
lion’s, his left arm and wrist snapping out He looks like 
a man who has just jumped headfirst out a window

listening far away to his tape recorder In a hurry aftei 
a game, he may slip into a slick suit but continue to wear 
Ins basketball sneaker s He is also a shrewd chess player 
and a wit. (Once, when told there was to be a bed check, 
he said, “ Don't worry, when you get to my room the bed 
will be there.") 
Often, though, he is straight and low-keyed in an inter­ 
view. But one of the finest insights into that was given 
in Phil Berger’s book on the Knicks, ‘ Miracle on 33rd 
Street.” It bears repeating. 
“A reporter,” recalled f o r m e r Knick Bill Hosket, 
‘‘says to Dick, after h e’d hit 32 points one night, you 
know, he hit about like 14 for 17 from the floor and it was 
unbelievable—and the guy says.

wing. 
A 
nervous small bird will require 
more room than a quiet large 
bird. Black colored bars of the 
cage increases your visibility into 
the cage. Cages may be painted 
with any paint that is safe to 
paint children’s toys It must be 
non-toxic. 
Perches 
cut 
from 
non-toxic 
tree 
twigs 
are 
far 
better than commercial slick or 
sandpaper 
perches. 
Your bird 
w ill

Professor in Science Trip To Yugoslavia 


C O L U M B I A -The 
United 
States paid full expenses for the 
University 
of 
Missouri’s 
Dr. 
George E. Smith to go off for 
two 
weeks to Yugoslavia**and 
spy. 
But Dr. Smith, director of 
the University’s Water Resources 
Research Center and professor 
of agronomy, was representing 
science and he was spying on a 
m y s t e r i o u s 
disease--not 
communism. 
As part of a five-man team 
from the U.S., Dr. Smith was 
tracking 
down 
a 
killer-an 
endemic disease called "Balkan 
Nephropathy." 
The disease is found only in 
the Balkan states of Yugoslavia, 
Rumania and Bulgaria and has 
been 
puzzling 
scientists 
for 
years, 
Balkan nephropathy attacks 
the kidneys, which waste away. 
As 
the 
kidneys shrink, they 
become less able to clean up the 
body’s fluids and the patient 
eventually 
dies 
of 
uremic 
poisoning. 
Along with Dr. Smith on the 
trip 
was 
Morton 
Robins, an 
administrator 
from 
the 
U.S. 
Public 
Health 
Service; 
Dr. 
G u s t a v e 
J . 
Dam m in , 
a 
pathologist 
from 
Harvard 
Medical 
School; 
Dr. 
Irving

Dr. Hall is a kidney specialist

He has been trying to track 
down Balkan nephropathy for 
12 years. 
Recent evidence has shown 
that

and in particular villages. This

matters," said the agronomist, 
"it may strike in one household, 
killing several members, while

"W hile 
in 
Yugoslavia, 
I 
worked with 
the team and 
with 
local doctors in visiting 
both 
affected 
and 
healthy 
villages,” 
he 
said, 
" I 
have 
brought some 50 soil and 25 
water samples back to Columbia 
for analysis." 
Dr. Smith plans to use the 
Research Reactor facilities and 
other University laboratories to 
examine 
the 
samples, 
which 
came from both affected and 
clear areas. 
There are two theories on the 
cause of the disease. First, toxic 
seeds from a wild ginger plant, 
"Aristolochia Clematitis," may 
be 
mixing 
with

poisoning either food producing 
animals, the local population, or 
both. 
Secondly, 
tiny 
traces 
of 
poisonous substances may 
be 
entering 
the

certain localities under specific 
conditions.
